JEFFERSON CITY, April 22 
—Operators of about 50 nurs- | 
ing homes in widely scattered | 
rural areas of Missouri have 
told state inspectors they are 
unable to eliminate fire haz- 
ards and meet the standards of 
the new Spradling law, the Post. 
Dispatch learned today. 


The reasons in most cases | 


are financial. 


The hazards were noted in| 
a state-wide inspection by a | 


team of 12 men, which is to 
be completed this week. About 
700 homes in all are to be 
checked. 


The number of places where | 


conditions are not in compli- 
ance with the law has not been 
determined yet, for the reports 
on them still have to be studied 
further in the offices here. 


Better Than Expected. 

What the inspectors found, on 
the whole, was better than they 
expected to find, Dr. Henry M. 
Hardwicke, acting director of 
the Division of Health, said. 

Inspection tours of the nurs- 
ing homes were started shortly 
after the fire in the Katie Jane 
Memorial Home at Warrenton, 


Mo., Feb. 17, in which 72 per- | 


sons lost their lives. 


Gov. James T. Blair has or- 
dered that inspections hence- 
forth be made every three 

months. In the past, some. 


homes have operated without | 


inspection of any kind for as 
long as two years. 

Inspections of another kind, 
with emphasis on living condi- | 
tions and patient care, also are 
in progress but will take longer 
than those with regard to fire 
precautions. Registered nurses 
are being recruited for that 
work, with 12 in all to be as- 
signed to it. 

On Patient Care. 


On that score—patient care— | 
deficiencies found so far have 
been largely the result of a 
lack of understanding of the re- 
quirements rather than a desire 
to evade them, it was reported. 

In some homes, for example, 
it was found that patients were 
given just about what they 
wanted to eat, without regard 
to standard nutritional require-| 
ments. 

In one Some there were no | 
sheets on the beds. The pa- 
tients did not want them, the 
operator said

no home be given a license or 
renewal of a iicense until it 
has met the requirements of 
the law, which the Legislature 
passed with unusual haste after 
the Warrenton fire.

Hopeful Tone of Easter Message Contrasts

ROME, April 22—Pope Pius 
XII said yesterday that the 
world was still in the darkness 
of night, but “even this night 
in the world shows clear signs 
of a dawn that will come.” 

The dawn will bring “a new 
day receiving the kiss of a new 
and more resplendent sun,” 
the Pope said in an Easter mes- 
sage he delivered from the 
balcony of St. Peter’s Basilica. 

One of the largest crowds 
ever seen in Rome emitted a 
shout of assent when the Pon- 
tiff spoke these hopeful words. 
Earlier, it had applauded warm- 
ly when the frail, white-clad 
figure of the 81-year-old Pope 
had appeared at the tapestry- 
draped balcony over the cen- 
tral door of St. Peter’s. At the 
end of the Pope’s address the | 
thousands present dropped to 
their knees on the cobble- 
Stones of St. Peter’s Square 
while the Pontiff intoned the 
Latin formula of the benedic- 
tion “urbi et orbi” (to the city 
and the world). 

The Vatican drew attention 
to the hopeful tone of the 
Pope’s message, which was in 
sharp contrast with almost all 
recent papal pronouncements. 
The Pope began by telling the 
story of the Resurrection and 
describing. the despair that 
possessed Christ’s followers 
even during the night that pre- 
ceded the Resurrection. Then 
he said that night now cover- 
ing the world with its gloom 
may soon be followed by the 


sunshine of a brighter day. 

“Error in well nigh count- 
less forms,” he continued, “has 
made slaves of the intellects of 
men for all their great gifts and 
evil habits in every form have 
reached such a degree of pre- 
cocity, impudence and univer- 
sality as to arouse serious mis- 
givings in those who have at 
heart the destinies of the 
world.” 

Individuals, classes and peo- 
ples, he added, persist in re- 
maining divided and without 
social intercourse and. “when 
they know each other they 
hate each other: they plot 
against, struggle with and de- 
stroy one another.” 

The discoveries of science 
continue to promise a fuller 
and freer development of life, 
he said, and yet it is still night 
— “A night, indeed, full of 
_8roaning and hope but night.” 
.“Is it not perhaps true that 
science, technology and organ- 
ization have often been sources 
of terror to men?” he asked. 
“They are therefore not more 
certain now than in the past. 
They see clearly that no prog- 
ress taken by itself alone can 
make the world come to birth 
again.”

WASHINGTON, April 22 (AP) 
—Officials said today the 
United States will move slowly 


and caustiously in carrying out 
its agreement to relax allied 
controls on trade with Red 
China. 


The State Department an- 
nounced Saturday that the 
Eisenhower Administration had 
agreed to negotiate with 14 al- 
lied nations a reduction in the 
list of items embargoed for Red 
China. At the same time it 
called for an increase in the 
Soviet bloc trade contro] list 
and a tightening up of control 
machinery. 

The announcement empha- 
sized that this country has no 
intention of modifying its own 
total embargo on all trade with 
the Chinese Communists. 

The decision was made in re- 
sponse to sustained British and 
Japanese pressures for increas- 
ing commerce with the Chinese 
mainland. The issue-has been 
a sore point in American rela- 
tions with Britain and Japan. 

Their demands for revision 
constituted one side of a 
squeeze in which President 
Eisenhower and Secretary of

WASHINGTON, April 22 (AP) 
—Possibility of a hitherto-un- | 
suspected hereditary hazard 
from atomic radiation was re- | 
ported today by an Atomic En- | 
ergy Commission scientist. 

New evidence from mouse 
tests, reported Dr. W. L. Rus- 
sell, suggests the possibility 
that radiation may tend to 
shorten the life span not only 
of the person receiving it but 
also of children sired by ex- 
posed individuals. 

Up to now, shortening of | 
the life span has been consid- 
ered a potential hazard only for 
persons directly exposed. Gene- 
tic, or hereditary, hazards are 
considered to include such 
things as physical and mental 
defects but not shortening of 
the life span. 

Dr. Russell, chief geneticist 
in the biology division of the 
AEC’s Oak Ridge National Lab- 
oratory, prepared his report for 
the spring meeting of the Na- 
tional Academy of Sciences. He 
said the life-shortening effect 
showed ‘up in first-generation 
offspring of exposed mice. 

Describes Tests. 

Describing tests made on male 
mice. exposed to “moderate 
doses” of acute neutron radia- 
tion from a nuclear explosion— 
presumably at one of the Ne- 
vada tests—Dr. Russell reported 
these results: 

Length of life in offspring 
of such mice was shortened by 
six-tenths of a day for .each 
roentgen (unit of radiation) re- 
ceived by the father in his re- 
production system. 

A roentgen represents about 
10 times the amount of radia- 
tion received by the patient in 
a chest X-ray. Only a small frac- 
tion of the radiation applied in 
a chest X-ray ever reaches the 
reproductive organs. Thus the

If the same ratio were to 
hold true for human beings, he 


Dulles Tells Japanese Envoy

Prof. Takanobu Shiokawa said 
his analyses of fallout dust 
showed up to 26 per cent nep- 
tunium 239, 4-10 of 1 per cent 
strontium 89, and no uranium 
237, of which a great deal was 
detected after the American H- 
bomb tests at Bikini. 

Shiokawa said he surmised 
the Soviet weapon was “a hy- 
drogen bomb different from the 
American or British types.” 

He said neptunium 239. is 
created by a collision of slow- 
speed neutrons with uranium 
238, and that the neptunium 
decomposes to yield plutonium, 
which emanates a deadly alpha 
ray. 

In Tokyo, Prof. Mitsuo Take- 
tani of St. Paul’s University, 
disagreed with Shiokawa, how- 
ever, saying the high percentage 
of neptunium could have come.

ISRAEL REJECTS, 
PARTIAL FENCE 
ON GAZA BORDER 


Wants Double Barrier, 
Lighted and Mined— 
U.N. Plan Called 
‘Quite Useless.’ 


JERUSALEM, Israeli Sector, 
April 22 (AP) —A government 
spokesman yesterday said Maj. 
Gen. E. L. M. Burns had pro- 
posed only a partial fence along 
the Gaza-Israel border, and this 
has been rejected by Israel as 
“quite useless.” 

Joseph Tekoah, head of the 
armistice and Gaza affairs di- 
vision of the Israeli foreign 
ministry, said Burns, com- 
mander of the United Nations 
emergency force, had proposed 
building the fence only along 
certain sections of the frontier. 

Tekoah said the United Na- 
tions planned fencing only 
about 17 miles of the 26-by-6- 
mile strip.

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Stassen Will Visit Eisenhower 
And Report on Arms Cut Talks

AUGUSTA, Ga., April 22— 
President Eisenhower, enjoying 
a spring vacation at the Au- 
gusta National golf club, will 
receive a personal report to- 
morrow from Harold E. Stassen 
on the progress of current dis- 
armament talks with the Soviet 
Union, France, Britain and 
Canada. 

Stassen, presidential assistant 
on disarmament problems, will 
arrive in Augusta this evening 
and will see Mr. Eisenhower at 
8 a.m. tomorrow. He will then 
fly back to London for a re- 
sumption of the sessions of the 
United Nations Disarmament 
subcommittee. 

Stassen returned to the United 
States for conferences in the 
subcommittee’s Easter recess. 
He met with Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles in Washing- 
ton Saturday and told reporters 
there that “these are the most 
serious negotiations on the sub- 
ject of reduction and control 
of armaments ever held” in the 
life of the subcommittee. 

Dulles Suggested Visit. 

Announcing the Stassen visit, 
James C. Hagerty, White House 
press secretary, said the disarm- 
ament adviser was with Dulles 
all day Saturday and that the 
trip to Georgia was decided on, 
on Dulles’s recommendation. 

Regardless of what Stassen 
may have to say to the Presi- 
dent, his visit here will give 
Stassen added prestige when he 
returns to London. It will also 
inform the world of the impor- 
tance Mr. Eisenhower obviously 
attaches to the conferences. 

It was noted that at the same 
time Stassen returned to the 
Unied States the chief Soviet 
negotiator, Valentin A. Zorin, 
flew back to the Soviet Union. 

There has been a _ certain 
amount of restrained optimism 
about the current series of 
talks, now at the half-way mark. 
The Russians have not used the 
conferences as a sounding board 
for propaganda, as they have at 
times in the past, and they have 
let fall hints they might be 
ready to experiment with a lim- 
ited application of Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s “‘open skies” aerial in- 
spection proposal. 

Stassen’s Attitude Cautious 

Stassen refused to tell report- 
ers in the capital whether he 
was optimistic or pessimistic on 
the talks, but he did say that 
“many, many problems” must 
be solved before a real start on 
disarmament can be made. 

Hagerty said he thought the 
main purpose of Stassen’s trip 
to Augusta was to report. He 
could not say whether Stassen 
would get new instructions. He 
pointed out that Stassen is the 
representative of the President 
and has been expressing the 
President’s viewpoint: He added 
that Dulles and Mr. Eisenhower 
have been in touch with Stas- 
sen in London “almost every 
day.” 

Hagerty told reporters Stas- 
sen was not expected to make 
public the views he will ex- 
press to Mr. Eisenhower be- 
cause the negotiations still are 
in progress. 

Stassen will be accompanied, 
Hagerty said, by Brig. Gen. An- 
drew J. Goodpaster, White 
House staff secretary and liai- 
son officer with the Defense 
and related departments. Gen. 
Goodpaster will see Mr. Eisen- 
hower on matters in his field. 

Hagerty disclosed yesterday 
that Mr. Eisenhower collabo- 
rated on the major foreign pol- 
icy speech Dulles delivered 
today before the annual meet- 
ing of the Associated Press in 
New York. Mr. Eisenhower, 
Hagerty said, has had a draft 
of the speech in Augusta since 
Friday night and discussed it 
with Dulles by telephone Sat- 
urday morning and again Sat- 
urday night. 

“The speech has the full ap- 
proval of the President,” Hag- 
erty said. 

Asked whether there was any 
reason why a formal assertion 
of over-all United States foreign 
policy should be necessary at 
this time, Hagerty said there 
“Was not, but he pointed out that 
this represented the first time 
Dulles had made such a speech 
in Mr. Eisenhower's second 
term. 

__Hagerty said the Administra- 


tion would send Congress an 
amendment to the 1958 Depart- 
ment of Interior budget involv- 
ing a net reduction of $5,658,000 
for the Bonneville Power Ad- 
ministration. The reason for 
this, Hagerty said, is that 
changes in construction plans 
for generation and transmis- 
sion facilities announced re- 
cently by private utilities in the 
Portland (Ore.) area will per- 
mit deferral of related federal 
transmission grid facilities. 

The Bonneville deferral will 
permit a reduction of $8,566,000, 
Hagerty said, but an additional 
appropriation of $2,908,000 will 
be necessary because of in- 
creased construction costs of 
lines now being erected. This 
will make the net reduction 
$5,658,000. 

Hagerty announced Mr. Eis- 
enhower hopes to participate in 
the training exercises of the 
new 60,000-ton supercarrier, 
Saratoga, June 6 and 7. The 
carrier, sister ship to the For- 
restal, leaves New York tomor- 
row for training exercises be- 
fore joining the Atlantic fleet. 
The vessel will sail to Guanta- 
namo bay, Cuba, for maneuvers 
from May 6 to June 4, then put 
in at its new home port of May- 
port, Fla. 

Involves Flight to Florida. 

The President would fly to 
Florida and board the ship for a 
cruise off the Florida coast. He 
has not seen or been aboard 
previously one of the new angle- 
deck carriers, on which take- 


off and landing operations can 


be conducted simultaneously. 


At Mayport the Saratoga will 
pick up its full complement of 
jet fighters and bombers. The 
ship, under the command of 
Capt. Robert B. Moore, has a 
complement of 113 officers and 
2493 men, not including about 
300 or 400 men in the air 
group. 

In reply to questions Hagerty 
said that Dave Beck, the labor 
leader who invoked the Fifth 
Amendment 117 times before 
a Senate committee investigat- 
ing rackets, was invited to one 
of President Eisenhower’s stag 
dinners in 1953 but could not 
attend. He said Beck was again 
invited in 1955 and did attend. 


In addition, Hagerty said, 
Beck, Teamster president under 
suspension as an AFL-CIO vice 
president, had appointments 
“three or four times” with the 
President when Beck was a 
member of a group discussing 
a highway bill at the White 
House. 


ENVOYS IN RUSSIA 
APPEAR HOPEFUL 


MOSCOW, April 22 (UP)— 
Diplomatic circles expressed 
cautious optimism today that 
some measure of agreement 
could be reached between the 
Soviet Union and the West in 
the London disarmament talks. 


The return to Moscow from 
the London talks of Deputy 
Foreign Minister Valerian A. 
Zorin was regarded as an in- 
dication the Russians may be 
ready to accept certain Western 
disarmament proposals. * 


The Soviet press has not yet 
indicated reaction to these pro- 
posals, but observers believed 
there was more than a 50-50 
chance that Zorin was return- 
ing to the London talks with in- 
structions to accept or at least 
suggest constructive modifica- 
tions to the plans. 


In any case they feel that 
Russia will agree to some sort 
of reduction in conventional 
arms and armed forces. 


Meanwhile, the Russians are 
expected to continue their nu- 
clear tests pending the lack of 
an international agreement on 
the subject. Marshal Georgi 
Zhukov, the Defense Minister 
made it clear the tests are an 
internal matter and that every 
state has the right to carry out 
tests. 


Observers said the main rea- 
sons for optimism on disarma- 
ment are the businesslike dis- 
cussion of problems by Zorin 
and a significant speech recent- 
ly by party leader Nikita 
Khrushchev. It was felt here 
the Russians have moved away 
from the _ all-or-nothing ap- 
proach to disarmament.

Judge Reagan said there

TS an old, old trick that

I was very 
firmly told’ under no circumstances 
could they give out any information 
on this matter. What has happened 
to make Missouri laws a secret from 
the public? 

Has the Legislature enacted stat- 
utes so complicated that legal guid- 
ance is necessary to understand 
them? Most of the Legislature being 
of the legal profession, should one 
then suspect them of voting them- 
selves a new and lucrative source 
of income? 

I — the small estate, un- 
complicatad, usually a jointly-owned 
piece of real estate and a small re- 
sidual property.

Decision on New Weapons 


The compromise reached by Chancellor Ade- 


nauer and West German scientists—four of them 
Nobel Prize winners—on the use of atomic 

weapons by the new German army is an‘example 

of the conflicting demands sometimes imposed 
by private conscience and public responsibility. 

The Chancellor has announced that the sci- 
entists will not be called on to participate in 
the development of nuclear weapons, but that 
the government will not renounce their use. He 
promised to work for atomic disarmament; and 
he added that Germany will not make its own 
A-weapons. That, of course, is forbidden under 
its agreement with the Western allies of World 
War II. 

Perhaps more directly aware than the average 
man of destructive potential of these arms, the 
scientists last week said it would be better for 
Germany’s security and the peace of the world 
to renounce them. After a reply by Dr. Ade- 
nauer, they issued a second public statement 
as “a matter of professional responsibility.” Be- 
cause of the inordinate prestige of German sci- 
entists, they received broad support from press 
and public. And leaders of the Free Democrats, 
the Socialists and the Refugee party, all politi- 
cal opponents of Adenauer, rushed fo their 
support. : 

No doubt, there was sincerity on both sides. 
The scientists took what may be regarded as the 
narrow view of personal responsibility for de- 
velopments which might have the most cata- 
strophic consequences. Like it or not, atomic 
weapons are realities, and they are in the Rus- 
sian arsenal as well as in that of the West. 

As a statesman, Dr. Adenauer was obliged to 
recognize this grim fact. He was compelled to 
explain that the renunciation of such weapons 
would undermine NATO and Germany's defense 
against the Soviet Union. e Chancellor was 
aware that the Western governments are more 
and more inclined to put full reliance on these 
weapons both for defense and as 4 deterrent. 

If he needed confirmation, it came from the 
British House of Commons which voted down a 
motion to delay H-bomb tests. This was support 
for Prime Minister Macmillan’s declaration that, 
under present circumstances, any delay in the 
full development of the deterrent effect of these 
weapons would be risking his nation’s tradition 
of freedom. 

As humane individuals, both Dr. Adenauer 
and Mr. Macmillan may wish that these terrible 
weapons had never been invented. They prob- 
ably are not happy about tests. But as respon- 
sible statesmen they cannot shut their eyes. They 
dare not assume that in international affairs the 
meek always triumph over the strong. They 
know that view is not held in the Kremlin. 

Statesmen, however, do have the further 

obligation of doing everything they can to pre- 
vent the use of the weapons they are forced to 
accept. They must work for disarmament—and 
not in the indefinitely postponable future. They 
must seek agreement on an inspection system 
that would make possible an end to super-bomb 
tests. The scientists know that there can be no 
atomic wars in a world without atomic weap- 
ons. But such a non-atomic world is not to be 
achieved by unilateral renunciation. Only the 
statesmen of all the nations can bring about a 
sheathing of the atomic sword. 
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News Note From Franklin, Mo. 1823 


It is always profitable to read that informa- 
tive and excellently printed St. Louis quarterly, 
issued under the title, Bulletin of the Missouri 
Historical Society. Among the many interesting 
items to fall under our eye in the April number 
was this piece of reprint from the Missouri In- 
telligencer, published at Franklin, Mo., and 
dated March 13, 1823. To-wit: 


We understand that it is the determination 
of the Postmaster General hereafter to exact 
rigidly the. penalties imposed upon such 
contractors as suffer their mails to get wet, 
whether carried on horseback or in a stage. 
Those concerned will therefore do well to 
attend faithfully in this respect. 


From this we deduce two things. First, the 
spring of 1823, like that of 1957, was on the 
damp side. And second, in that same long-ago 
season of leaf and bloom, President Monroe’s 
Postmaster General, one John McLean, was hav- 
ing his aggravations—if that is any comfort to 
Postmaster General Summerfield.” 
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A Little More Trade 

The United States agreement to permit ex- 
panded Allied trade with Communist China is a 
practical step and not the height of generosity, 
either to our Allies or to Peiping. 

First of all,.the announcement by the State 
Department makes it plain that relaxation of 
the embargo on China trade will be limited, not 
only to peaceful goods, of course, but to specific 
items. And in exchange the United States pro- 
poses to tighten up the restrictions on trade 
with the Red bloc in Europe. : 

Next, it must be noted that the United States 
has no final authority to impose an embargo for 
its Allies, and if this country had not agreed 
to more trade, Britain, Japan and other nations 
would undoubtedly have increased China trade 
anyway. The economic facts say they need to 
do so, y 

Moreover, Japan’s inability to conduct a 
healthy trade with ‘its néarest big market in 
China is costing American taxpayers money in 
occupation funds. The United States could not 
afford to help support the growing Japanese 
population and economic problem forever. 

As for the effect of increased trade upon 
Red China, that is problematical. No doubt 
such trade will aid the Chinese Communist 
economy, but Willard L. Thorp, former State 
Department economist, noted recently that the 
entire Communist bloc now produces nearly 
all the really strategic goods which it needs, 
and the embargo presumably does not affect 
Communist defense planning one way or an- 
other. 

Finally, this is a safer time politically for 
the Administration to agree to relaxed trade 
than in the previous years of McCarthyism. 
The Chfang-first bloc will be heard from, but 
it appears somewhat weakened, or at least less 
vociferous. Decision is overdue as to whether it is 
betjer to go-along with our Allies on China trade 
or’ to continue to go along with a minority in 
Congress, 


A Bill to Reject 

State Representative Daniel Curran of St. 
Louis and two of his outstate legislative col- 
leagues are pushing an outrageous scheme under 
which the state would regulate, control and fix 
prices in the dry cleaning industry. 

Since the practical effect of fhe measure un- 
doubtedly would be higher prices for this serv- 
ice, Mr. Curran’s constituents in South St. Louis 
and finer may ‘geasonably ask: What will we 
get in return? The answer is: Nothing. 

e bill purports to regulate the industry's 
public health, fire safety and other aspects, in- 
a to the latter, there 
thas been no showing of a for state, inter- 
vention in this particular industry, if indeed 
such intervention could be justified _ any 


circumstances. As to health and fire safety, 
these areas are more than adequately covered 
now by local regulation. 

Actually the objective of the proposal appears 
to be to eliminate or nullify competition, and 
pave the way for higher wages and higher dry 
cleaning prices, fixed by the Dry Cleaning Com- 
mission. Operators who declined to go along 
would be subject to fine or imprisonment. 

The bill now is pending in Mr. Curran'’s com- 
mittee on Taxation and Revenue and there it 
should stay until this session passes into history. 
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Not for the Accused Alone 

Justice Douglas has never been one to con- 
tent himself with pleasant generalities about the 
law when he makes an address before a legal 
group or some civic or professional body. His 
speech before the Association of Trial Lawyers 
of New York, in memory of the late Harlan 
Fiske Stone, was no exception to the Douglas 
rule of constructive suggestion. 

First Justice Douglas paid tribute to the late 
Chief Justice and the latter’s insistence in the 
Supreme Court conference on a thorough un- 
raveling of each problem, even to the point of 
allowing discussion among the Justices te m 
endless. Then Justice Douglas: applied the 
Stone belief in examination and re-examination 
to an area of the citizen's rights that is vital to 
wa. all. This is the right of each citizen to have 
the guidance and help of a lawyer in the event 
that he is accused of crime. 

This right is so elemental that everyone. takes 
it for granted. The first thing a lawyer does 
when he is confronted with possible trial is to 
engage a lawyer because he will not trust him- 
self to see his own legal needs from the stand- 
point of disinterested, informed counsel. Yet 
the Supreme Court has many times refused to 
rule that lack of assistance of counsel was suf- 
ficient cause to upset onviction. 

In his New York dress Justice Douglas 
turned back the judicial clock 15 years to the 
Supreme Court’s 6-to-3 decision in Betts vs. 
Brady. Smith Betts was an indigent Maryland 
farmhand, 43 years old, who lacking help of a 
lawyer himself attempted to establish his inno- 
cence of a charge of robbery, only to be sen- 
tenced to eight years in prison, Upholding the 
sentence, the Supreme Court was particularly 
callous in its lack of interest in the Bill of 
Rights’ guarantee that each accused person 
shall have “assistance of counsel.” 

Justice Douglas, recalling Betts vs. Brady to 
the New York trial lawyers, made this strong 
statement: 

It is hard for me to believe that most trial 
lawyers would agree with Betts vs. Brady. 
Few laymen know anything about trial 
strategy. I would think that even a lawyer 
would shudder at the thought of standing 
trial without a trusted,attorney to counsel 
him at every stage. 

I think that one of the great reforms in 
the years ahead will be to have done with 
Betts vs. Brady and make mandatory the 
furnishing of an attorney to defendants in 
all criminal cases of consequence. I have 
enough confidence in the bar to feel that 
its members would gladly take on such a 
responsibility. 

But Justice Douglas did not stop with this 
appeal to overcome such Supreme Court road- 


®blocks as Betts vs. Brady. He went on to pro- 


pose that the bar itself provide counsel for 
a possible defendant “once the Government 
moves against him even though at that stage he 
has not been formally charged with any crime.” 
He bases this on the solid ground that a pre- 
liminary proceeding “may be as damaging to a 
citizen as the trial itself.” 

As the United States grows, our Government 
doubtless will grow more powerful. All the 
more reason then for everyone, unaccused as 
well as defendants, lawyers as well as laymen, 
to be on the alert to see that due process of law 
gives each citizen the protection that he is en- 
titled to under the American Constitution. 
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Two Against the Gas Grab 


One by one members of Congress are choos- 
ing sides on the new natural gas bill, and two 
Representatives who are not fooled by the claim 
that this bill is “different” are Frank Karsten 
of St. Louis and Melvin Price of East St. Louis. 

The new gas bill makes a pretense of accept- 
ing federal rate regulation of gas production, 
but sets “reasonable market value” as the new 
standard for determining prices instead of the 
usual utility regulatory rule of cost plus a fair 
return. “I cannot see any basic difference be- 
tween this legislation and the bills that have 
been presented in the past,” says Mr. Karsten. 
And Mr. Price adds, “No matter how much they 
water it down, it is still a gas bill that in the 
long run would prove costly to consumers.” 

Both these Congressmen from this area, and 
Senator Douglas of Illinois; ean be counted on 
to lead the fight against the gas-oil lobby 
bill. They are defending millions of gas con- 
sumers who have no lobby to protect them. 
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What, No Widger? 

Sometimes we wonder a bit about garden- 
lovers. They are so poetic about the Beauty of 
a fine sweep of turf and the glory of its flower- 
ing border. But they are so impractical. Many 
of them do not even have the basic tools for 
creating this splendor. 

For instance, how many gardeners in this 
broad land have a widger? Why, some do not 
even know what it is. They do not know that, 
in the words of Clarence Elliott, its designer, it 
is “an invaluable pocket gadget for innumerable 
uses in the garden andeelsewhere—widging out 
small weeds, or dribbing in seedlings, or even 
winkling open the morning mail.” 

With no widging, no dibbing and no winkling, 
is it any. wonder that only the plantain grows, 
and that letters go unanswered? Happily, we 
spotted an advertisement in The Countryman, 
thé wonderful quarterly which comes from 
Sheep Street, Burford, Oxfordshire, and sent off 
for a widger, a silver one. 

Already things are growing as we have not 
seen them grow in a long, long time. Or is that 
because this is the first spring in a long, long 
time to bring enough rain? 
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Preparedness Pays Off 


An airliner coming in at Pittsburgh Airport 
took off as soon as its wheels hit when cockpit 
instruments indicated the landing gear was not 
secure. Seconds later an engine caught fire 
and flames raced along the fuselage. The 
pilot made his second landing successfully as 
the stewardess calmed the 50 passengers and 
a fire truck riding alongside put out the flames 
before they could spread. No one was injured 
seriously. There are still airports at large 
cities which have inadequate fire fighting 
equipment. They can take a lesson from Pitts- 
burgh Airport. If there had been any deficiency 
there the minor mishap might have been a 
major accident with loss of lives. 
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Applauding the slogan, “Concentrate on '58,” 
President Eisenhower has appealed to the G.O.P, 
to elect a Republican Congress next year. 
Doesn’t he have enough worries without that?

No Bonanza for Billboards 


By creating new 41,000-mile superhighway system at cost of 
27 billions, American motorists and taxpayers could create 
windfall for outdoor advertising; but billboarders have no 
unalienable right to surround roads; issue is how to control them.

The question whether advertising 
billboards shall indiscriminately deco- 
rate the 41,000-mile network of feder- 
ally financed superhighways to be built 
within the next 13 years needs to be 
carefully considered by all Americans. 

A “battle of the billboards” has 
been shaping up quietly, with first 
congressional hearings already held. 
And with conservationists, garden 
clubs, the American Automobile Asso- 
ciation, planning experts, and a lot of 
average citizens lined up on one side 
favoring a strict ban on billboards. 
And with the outdoor advertising in- 
dustry and the painters and decorators 
union wanting a free hand, or at least 
a hand only mildly restrained, to post 
their bills. , 

All sorts of arguments, good, bad, 
and fantastic, have been advanced as 
to why the billboards should or should 
not be banned. On one side that they 
deface the scenic beauty of America, 
contribute to highway accidents, are. 
part and parcel of what Robert Moses 
calls the “indiscriminate mushroom 
growth of ugly filling stations, hot-dog 
stands, and all the other roadside eye- 
sores” which have spoiled many a high- 
Way. 

On the contrary side it is argued 
that billboards are really more beauti- 
ful than unkempt fields, that they keep 
drivers awake along the monotonous 
miles, and that—well, how else are 
tourists going to know what’s ahead in 
the way of gas stations, motels, restau- 
rants, and holiday resorts? 

How shall the argument be resolved? 
Getting down to. basic points, it seems 
to me that the outdoor advertising in- 
dustry has no justification in suggest- 
ing that it is against states’ rights or 
somehow anti-American to_ protest 
against the planting of billboards along 
the great new highways of the nation. 


The free-enterprise system, for all 
the vast benefits and strengths it has 
conferred on America, still has no in- 
alienable right to hawk its wares be- 
fore the public gaze morning, noon, and 
night. - 

In a more developed democracy, the 
people are free to band together to 
protest and protect themselves against 
a situation where a normal right has 
been misused or so overused as to be- 
come a public nuisance. The right of 
industry to advertise is essential. But 
advertisers can be prevented from lo- 
cating billboards along the scenic rim 
of the Grand Canyon. 

The intent of the Eisenhower admin- 
istration is to penalize states, by with- 
holding Fe cent of the federal high- 
way aid allotments, if they do not con- 
form to a suggested national billboard 
control policy. 
Senator Richard L. Neuberger (Dem.) 
of Oregon would have the government 
assist states financially in the purchase 
of advertising rights within 500 feet of

the right of way. But the advertising 
lobby is pretty “powerful and the 
final outcome is uncertain. The chance 
to build billboards along $32,500,000,000 
worth of highways—the great limited- 
access, dual-highway arteries which will 
link 42 state capitals and 90 per cent 
of all cities wtih populations over 50,- 
000—constitutes something worth lob- 
bying for. 

Not all of these highways will wind 
through scenic wonderlands. But most 
of them will traverse the rural country- 
side—the vanishing (in the East) vistas 
which give peace of mind and relax 
tensions merely by existing for the 
contemplation of men. What is decided 
about the billboards will, to a degree, 
help determine how much of unspoiled 
America is preserved for the future. 


Some advertising information, in 
controlled spots, may well be necessary 
along the highways. In limited, super- 
vised regions close to the cities, areas 
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could be allocated for the location of 
billboards, motels, and even hot-dog 
stands. There the motorist could slow 
down, and read and stop. Filling sta- 
tions and restaurants should be avail- 
able at regular intervals, as they are 
now on the best turnpikes. 

Billboards and the usual unsightly 
“ribbon developments” probably will 
continue along many older highways. 
All that the billboard industry really 
faces is an inability to cut in on a big 
new bonanza. 

If it’s as good as it should be at 
reading the handwriting on walls, it 
should note the public trend todhy: no 
billboards alohg the New York State 
Thruway, .or the .New. Jersey Turn- 
pike, or Connecticut Merritt Parkway. 
That is the trend. Is this now, at a 
time of national challenge, to be re- 
versed?

W eakest Link in a Chain? 


MAN UNLIMITED: TECHNOLOGY'S 
CHALLENGE TO HUMAN ENDUR. 
ANCE, by Heinz Gartmann. (Pantheon, 
213 pgs., $4.50.) 


The forward march of technology 
has become a gallop during the past 
50 years, and the question always arises 
as to how much speed, noise, heat, or 
cold, the human body must or can with- 
stand if it is to keep apace of the ma- 
chines? Or, is man the weakest link 
in science’s chain? Some of the an- 
swers to such questions are in this 
book by a well-known German author- 
ity on rockets and space travel. 

The style is popular, scientific writ- 
ing at its breezy best, with neat phras- 
ing and a generous sprinkling of color- 
ful similes, which give it a high score 
for readability. A variety of recent 
technical developments, including auto- 
mation and electronic brains, are dis- 
cussed, but the bulk of the story is 
about the U.S. Air Force’s research 
battle against the physical and psycho- 
logical problems which confront men 
in flight. 


* . 

Here the author goes astray and is 
led into numerous inaccuracies which 
spoil an otherwise superlative book. 
For example, he gives the impression 
that the Air Force’s B-58 “Hustler” 
bomber first flew in 1955, while the 
fact is that the prototype XB-58 only 
made its first ground taxi tests in No- 
vember, 1956. In the summer of 1957, 
the Air Force plans to send two young 
officers to 90 thousand feet in a spher- 
ical cabin suspended from a balloon, 
to attempt a parachute jump from that 
altitude. It is a daring scheme and 
may never happen, but according to 
Gartmann, who describes it in detail, 
these men “went through this perilous 
test at least six times.” 

There are other slips, but on the 
whole the book with its photographs 
and illustrative drawings is both enter- 
taining and stimulating, though it would 
be somewhat less exciting if the author 
had not accepted the Air Force’s over- 
zealous advance publicity as accom- 
plished. fact. JACK ALDRIDGE. 


Stifling of Labor 
LABOR IN THE SOVIET ORBIT, by 
Anatole Shub. (American Labor Confer- 
ence on International Affairs, 7 E. 15th 
St. N.Y., 83 pgs. 25c.) 


Within weeks of publication, some 
100,000 copies of this booklet were or- 
dered from scores of countries. It suc- 
cinctly takes Russian history from 1905, 
perhaps the birth of modern Russia, 
to 1917, when the Communists over- 
threw a newly installed democratic 
regime. The step-by-step stifling of 
labor until Stalin had full control in 
the 1930s is detailed, the Jow standard 
of living of the masses and the luxury 
of the ruling classes brought out. The 
account of labor’s fighting back against 
Red regimentation in the satellites does 
much*to explain the. situation in Poland 
and Hungary.

into production.

Soviet rulers are supposed to 
be hard-headed. For how long, 
we may ask, will they expend 
their resources in combatting 
historic forces for national free- 
dom which are bound ultimate- 
ly to prevail? 

Let me speak now of the 
United Nations. Its charter 
couples peace with justice and 
provides the most significant 
body of international law yet 
known. 

The United States has agreed 
to those principles and seeks 
to conform to them: and we 
expect other signatories to do 
the same. On occasions we in- 
voke the processes of the United 
Nations to help to make effec- 
tive the principles embodied in 
the Charter. We are not 
ashamed, as a powerful nation, 
to pay the same decent respect 
for the opinions of mankind 
that we thought proper when, 
young and weak, we sought our 
independence. 

No Abdication of Policy. 

That is no abdication of for- 
eign policy. It is the exercise 
of foreign policy, and its exer- 
cise in the way which repre- 
sents the best hope for hu- 
manity. 

Our dedication to the prin- 
ciples of the United Nations 
Charter was severely tested by 
the recent Middle East crisis. 


We were then faced with a 
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distressing and unprecedented 
conflict of loyalties. Historic 
ti.s would have led us to ac- 
quiesce in the forcible action 
that was begun. But this would 
have involved disloyalty to the 
United Nations undertaking that 
all members renounce the use 
of force except’ in defense 
against armed attack. That same 
pledge is also embodied in all 
our treaties of alliance. We de- 
cided to be loyal to that com- 
mitment. 

This was a hard decision, al- 
though to those directly affected 
it was not an unexpected deci- 
sion. 

It was not, I suppose, a popu- 


lar decision. Yet it was impera- |

They Ride the Rails—and Love It 


Stewardess System Is 20 Years Old and the Girls Love Their 


By Clarissa Start- 


SSISTING at births and at- 
A tending atdeaths, holding 

babies and walking dogs, fil. 
ling empty stomachs and easing 
queasy ones, offering consulta- 
tion, consolation, or just con- 
versation, all are part of the 
duties of the stewardess on the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad. 
Young women, who must be 
attractive, trim, intelligent, and 
registered nurses, they aid at 
major crises and add to the 
minor daily comforts of train 
passengers. As an _ institution, 
the stewardess system, a friend- 
ly pleasant service that seems 
like a recent innovation, will 
be 20 years old this month. 


Many a wheel has rolled over 
the rails in that 20 years and 
many an aspirin has been 
passed out by stewardesses on 
the line. The girls themselves 
have walked more than 40,000,- 
000 miles, according to some 
ambitious statistician. The turn- 
over is fairly regular and three- 
fourths of the girls have left 
to be married, some to men 
they met in their train travels. 
One girl married a Congress- 
man, one the vice president of 
a national firm, two left to in- 
augurate similar services on 
other railroads. 

But as varied as their back- 
grounds and their stories are, 
all stewardesses, past and pres- 
ent, seem to have one thing in 
common, They love that job. 

This is true of Nancy Roden- 
baugh, relief stewardess just 
starting out; of Pat Ruterbories, 
who’s been a regular for two 
months; of Virginia Bernthal 
with five years’ experience, and 
Margaret Lynch, 16-year vet- 
eran who’s now supervisor of 
stewardesses. 

“We have no trouble getting 
girls for our jobs,” says Miss 
Lynch, who has her headquar- 
ters in Chicago. “We interview 
girls from all over the country 
and usually have a waiting 
list.” 

Requirements for the jobs are 
high, starting first of all with 
a degree as registered nurse 
and six months’ experience, pre- 
requisites usually not demanded 
in similar jobs. Girls must be 
between 22 and 27 years of age, 
personable, attractive, and can- 
not wear glasses. They must 
furnish excellent character ref- 
erences, be between five feet 
three and five feet seven in 
height, 115 to 135 pounds in 
weight. If you look skeptically 
at Pat Ruterbories, you are 
quite right; she claims 102 
pounds but really weighs only 
96, and is one of the excep- 
tions. 

High among inducements for 
the jobs are salary—$400 a 
month, no clothing problems— 
they wear uniforms consisting 
of violet blue suit, white blouse, 
topcoat, overseas type hat, blue 
pumps, and free time—18 days 
a month off. 

Girls who work out of the 
Chicago office travel to Wash- 
ington, D.C., those who work 
from Cincinnati, to Detroit.

Fix It Yourself 
By Hubbard Cobb 


Replacing Screening. 
LOT of us still have wood 
windows screen frames and 
every now and then it’s 

necéssary to replace the screen- 
ing. Here is how it’s done: 
First, pry off the little strip of 
molding that covers the edges 
of the old screening and then 
remove the old screening. This 
part is easy. The tough part 
is getting the screening fas- 
tened to the frame so that the 
screening is nice and tight. 

One way to do this is to set 
the frame on a bench or table 
and put a clamp on each side 
at midpoint. Now slip a three- 
fourths-inch-thick piece of wood 
under each end of the frame. 
This will raise the two ends 
higher than the middle of the 
frame. Fasten the screening to 
one end using either tacks or 
staples. 


Pull the screening down and 
fasten it to the other end get- 
ting it as tight as possible and 
making sure that it’s even on 
both sides. Now remove the 
clamps and the frame will 
spring back to ‘its. original 
shape and will pull the screen- 
ing nice and tight. All you 
have to do now is to fasten the 
sides of the screening to the 
frame and replace the wood 
molding. 


Speaking of screening, you 
can use galvanized iron, cop- 
per, aluminum or plastic. Gal- 
vanized is about the least ex- 
pensive but won’t last as long 
as the others and will require 
painting or varnishing to pre- 
vent rust. As for the other 
three it’s pretty much a matter 
of choice and some difference 
in price but all three are ex- 
cellent and will last and last 
and last,

NEW YORK, April 22. 
HE INTERNATIONAL LIFE of New York, occasioned 
ete conditioned by the United Nations, has been

Displays at the fair are chiefly consumer goods 
but also featured are industrial equipment, demonstrations 
of crafts and working methods throughout the world and, 
as dessert fare, music, films, food-tasting and drinks. The 
atmosphere is lively and exotic, and the city is overrun 
with excited ambassadors of commerce from all over the 
world.

The pill, when swallowed, per- 
mits observation of the digestive system by broadcasting 
pressure measurements. TwWo years of preparation went 
into development of the pill, which contains a tiny micro- 
phone, battery and FM transmitter which sends signals out- 
side the body for recording on a radio receiver to be used 
for study and, it is hoped, eventually diagnosis. 


For the past year and a half Dr. Farrar, chief of the 
gastroenterology section at New York Veterans Administra- 
tion Hospital, and his family have been living in Green- 
wich.

OHN CROSBY in the Post-Dispatch of April 14, says that 
J are about to be deluged with fairy stories, because 
television has discovered that the audiences for fairy 
stories are enormous.

story. In the classic form- 
ula, one of the lovers is 
disguised, having been put 
under a spell by some evil 
force; but the other sees 
through the disguise to the 
beauty concealed, and by 
his love is able to release that imprisoned beauty. 

In “Marty,” however, both the lovers were disguised, 
which made the plot something of a tour de force. The prob- 
lem was how they were to reveal to each other the treasures 
of love and tenderness and consideration locked up behind 
a plain exterior. The revelation was accomplished by the 
playwright with the utmost delicacy and deftness, A wistful

figured, that they really became for each other the prince 
and the princess? 


I DO NOT DENY that “Marty” is realism, but I claim 
that fairy stories also are realism. In a fairy story there is 


always a catch, a trick, a condition which must be met before | 


everything can turn out right. It May be something that 
seems silly, like saying a nonsense verse, or rubbing a ring; 
or it may be a dreadful and dangerous task to accomplish. 

But whether it is silly or dangerous, the performance 
of it proves that the prince or the princess has the humility 
to fulfill the conditions, to accept happiness on the necessary 
terms explained by the fairy godmother. 

The trouble with people who miss the happy ending in 
their personal lives is that they have already made their own 
blueprint, that they will accept happiness only if it is offered 
to them on their own terms, They refuse to rub the ring or 
say the password—that’s beneath them! Or else they refuse 
to take great risks; their self-love and caution prevent them 
from breaking through the fiery hedge. Disdain for the con- 
ditions on the one hand, and cowardice on the other, prove 
that they are not of blood royal; and of course only the 
prince ever reaches the princess. 

The fairy story is saying that you have to be docile, 
humble, brave and believing. Besides that, you must have 
insight. You must not let yourself be deceived by appear- 
ances. Things are not what they seem!

SCHOLARS SAY that the same stories appear in all the 
folk literature of the world, in the Orient as well as the Occi- 
dent. The details are different, the plot is the same. Psy- 
chologists like Carl Jung insist that they arise spontaneously 
in each country out of the collective unconscious in which 
we all share. But historians think that they have been car- 
ried from one primitive people to another, by camel caravan 
across the desert, in dugout canoes across the sea. Whether 
they well up from the unconscious or come by a process of 
infiltration, they are seized upon eagerly because they are 
recognized as true; they represent the total experience of 
the human race. 

I think that the present vogue is an instinctive reaction 
against automation, groupism, the mass man and mass 
destruction—all the monsters that threaten to devour us. 
The fairy story has a contempt for masses. It deals with 
persons, one at a time. It asserts the power of the individ- 
ual pitted against terrifying and diabolic forces; and it insists 
that he is not alone, that forces of good, quite as mysterious 
but even more- powerful, fight beside him whenever he has 
the courage to enter the lists.
